German troops sweeping southward across Bulgaria were 
reported to have reached the Greek frontier at four points 
today amid expectations that a state of war would exist be- 
tween Britain and Bulgaria by tomorrow.

German occupation of Bulgaria 
by Nazi soldiers, which began 
early Saturday, hours before Bule 
garia’s premier, Bogdan Philoff, 
signed the Rome-Berlin-Tokyo 
military and economic pact in Vi- 
enna, was not officially disclosed 
to the German public until late 
last night. 

Movements Hidden. 

A brief communique by the 
high command read over the Gers- 
man rad.o said units of the Gere 
man army crossed to Bulgaria 
(from Rumania) as a “protection 
against British measures in south- 
east Europe.” These measures, the 
Nazi press charged, included a plot 
to destroy Sofia’s water supply 
with explosives of British origin, 

Until the radio announcement 
was made, the only hint of the 
Nazi troop movement was a brief 


dispatch published under a Sofia 
dateline, worded almost like the 
later communique. The German 
press throughout the day rejoiced 


The monarch met the British 
envoy on the palace steps and 
escorted him to his private study 
for a two-hour talk during which 
both. could observe. through the 
palace windows the movement of 
German armored cars, trucks and 
troops on Sofia’s main thorough- 
fares. 


Yugoslavia, now surrounded by 
the Axis powers, was reported 
last night as ready to follow Bul- 
garia’s lead and join the Rome- 
Berlin- Tokyo military alliance 
while Turkey restricted the move- 
ment of ships in the strategic Dar- 
danelles and Nazi troops in Bul- 
garia moved to within 50 air 
miles of the Greek frontier. 

Envoy Sees Regent. 

Authoritative quarters in Za- 
greb, Yugoslavia» said Viktor von 
Heeren, German minister to Bel- 
grade, conferred with Prince Paul, 
the Yugoslav regent, Saturday 
night not long after Bulgaria 
joined the alliance. Von Heeren, 
these sources said, was. assured 
that a formal invitation to sign the 
pact would be favorably “consid- 
ered’ by the Yugoslav govern- 
ment.

Twenty-one Atlanta small loan companies 
and many of their officials have been indict- 
ed by the Fulton grand jury on charges of 
It is alleged that some of them, at 
least, have exacted interest at rates ranging 
from 240 to 360 per cent per annum. 

There is no more cruel racket than that 


of the so-called loan company which operates 


outside the law. Not only are the frightful 
rates of interest a burden laid upon a class of 
society least able to bear it, but such com- 
panies rarely refrain from any method of ex- 


acting their pound after pound of flesh for the © 


ounce of loan once made. Most of the poor vic- 
tims that fall into the clutches of these octopi 
find it impossible to escape. They are bled 
dry and then left, desiccated remnants of 
manhood and womanhood, upon the dump 
heaps of pauperism. 

Indictment by the jury and trial in the 
proper courts is the proper way to deal with 
law violators of this character. If found 
guilty they should be punished to the limit 
of the law, which, at best, is inadequate to ex- 
act just retribution. For the offense is listed 
merely as a misdemeanor, with maximum pun- 
ishment set at six months’ imprisonment and 
$1,000 fine. 

At this session of the legislature a bill was 
introduced to amend the small loan laws, by 
permitting interest rates of three and a half 
per cent per month, and requiring all who en- 
gage in the. business to have $20,000 in cash 
or liquid assets at all times. This bill would 
not solve the problem. In the first place the 
$20,000 requirement would tend to place the 
business in the hands of a few concerns, freez- 
ing out the independent small man, generally 


a local man, and favoring the type-of un-. 


scrupulous operators among whom the rack- 
eteers are chiefly found. 

In the second place 42 per cent per annum 
is unnecessarily high for any type of loan. 
Most of these loans are made under a system 
of weekly or monthly repayment which im- 
mediately doubles the interest rate. Add to 
this a common system of fines for any delay, 
no matter how short, in payment of an in- 


stallment due, and the amount the borrower ° 


pays for his money quickly gets up into the 
100 per cent per annum brackets. 

The legislature might serve good purpose by 
making the punishment for criminal usury 
heavier and thus more effective as a deterrent 
to crime, but otherwise halting of the racket 
here is the responsibility of the grand jury 


and the courts.

‘Drafting Labor 

Great Britain has taken the first step to- 
ward the conscripting of labor for war in- 
dustry. All experienced shipbuilders in Brit- 
ain, not now employed, have been ordered to 
register for “national service” in the indus- 
try. ‘They will then be assigned to work in 
the great shipbuilding yards where every ef- 
fort is being put forth, night and day, to 
build so many new cargo and naval vessels 


that all Hitler’s boasted power of submarines, 


bombers and ocean raiders cannot interfere 
with Britain’s, ocean life lines of travel. 

The British government has had, for many 
months, full power to compel any man or 
woman to work at any type of job for which 
the authorities decide they are fitted. It can, 
likewise, order the transfer of workers from 
one part of the country to another, to meet 
wartime emergencies. 

This power has been gladly and willingly 
given by British organized labor. In fact, the 
representatives of British labor constitute the 
most powerful group in the Churchill govern- 
ment. 

While organized labor in Britain is thus 
giving its all to meet the common foe, or- 
ganized labor in the United States is, in many 
instances, imperiling the safety, the very lives 
of their fellow workers in Britain, as well as 
imperiling their own safety and the safety of 
this country by strikes and walkouts in many 
key industries of the American war aid effort. 

If American labor would take warning from 
the fate of organized labor in all countries 
under domination of the dictators; would take 
example from British labor; this country 
would immediately achieve a position that 
would not only solve many internal problems 
and would gear our war productive effort to 
the national capacity, but labor would like- 
wise lift itself to a position of power and re- 
spect unattainable any other way for many 
years to come. 


Common Sense 

Pleas for greater economy in city govern- 
ment, made on Thursday before the city fi- 
nance committee, are based upon sound com- 
mon sense. 

President Frank Carter, of the Chamber of 
Commerce, and President Judson Garner, of 
the Real Estate Board, were the principal ad- 
vocates of a tightening of the municipal purse 
strings, while Mayor LeCraw, declaring he was 
in full sympathy with the purpose of the ap- 
peals, promised to do everything within his 
power to cut the cost of running the city. 

President Carter pointed out that the cost 
of operating the city schools is now $1,000,000 
a year greater than it was 12 years ago, al- 
though the number of pupils is approximately 
5,000 less. Undoubtedly much of this increase 
is due to rising costs of materials and higher 
salary and wage scales, but there can be no 
question that the schools could, by trimming 
some unnecessary practices, save some of the 
money they are now spending. Whether such 
saving should not be used toward the replace- 
ment of such dangerous and disgraceful condi- 
tions as the “portable” wooden buildings which 
have housed several schools for 20 years or 
more is, however, a serious question. | 

With increases in federal taxation, and with 
still further hikes in these taxes in view for 
the near future, it is extremely important that 
all lesser units of government sacrifice to the 
utmost point of wisdom in order to lighten, 
as far as possible, the taxpayers’ load. 

There ‘is a point, however, where economy 
becomes costly. There are fundamental serv- 
ices for the community which must be main- 
tained. The basic municipal plant, such as 
streets, water supply, sewerage, etc., must be 
kept up to a decent standard, or the cost to 
the citizens will be immeasurably greater than 
any possible saving in taxes. 

It should also be remembered that, unless 
Britain is able to halt the Nazi tide in Eu- 
rope, the day is certain to come when this 
country will be itself in war. If that day 
comes there are duties and _ responsibilities 
which will devolve upon the local governments 
which will be costly, but unavoidable. 

It might be well to so conduct the finances 
of the city today that we shall be at least par- 
tially prepared to meet a future emergency, 
when and if it comes.

ALARMING SHORTAGE 


OF COUNTRY DOCTORS 

Editor Constitution: The Ogle- 
thorpe Echo says Oglethorpe coun- 
ty (Ga.) has a population of 12,- 
000 and only five doctors. This 
county (Taliaferro) has approxi- 
mately 7,000 population and only 
two actively practicing doctors, 
one of whom was imported. Both 
are good doctors, fine characters 
and fighting gallantly, but I fear 
it is a losing battle. One of them, 
alas! is perhaps 70 years old and 
cannot be active much longer and 
the other is considerably past his 
prime, 

Crawfordville (population 1,060) 
has only one doctor (who also has 
to serve the surrounding country). 
Forty-eight years ago this county 
had at least seven doctors. 

It is largely a pecuniary ques- 
tion. The outlook for a doctor in 
this county is not pecuniarily en- 
couraging, though social condi- 
tions are good. I think 80 per cent 
of our population are ill-clad, ill- 
housed, ill-fueled, ill-nourished, 
ill-medicated. The average gross 
income per family in this county 
is probably not over $110 a year, 
even with Washington’s help, 
without which it would not be 
over $80! 

Some reliable organization must 
guarantee doctors’ salaries, or soon 
we shall have no country doctors. 
Many countries do this. That is 
socialized medicine. Let it come. 
It will be our salvation. Shall a 
few doctors in the American Medi- 
cal Association who have good in- 
comes dictate while the people 
suffer? Shall Nero fiddle while 
Rome burns? (If Uncle Sam does 
not save the situation, the A. M. A. 
will not.) 

A doctorless country would be 
as unfortunate as a preacherless 


one. Heaven forbid either!

So now, in the Bethlehem Steel 
strike, the employer is compelled 
to receive back on the job men 
who were accused of engaging in 
a sitdown and damaging property 
in a plant engaged in defense 
work. The union, which holds no 
warrant to bargain for the work- 
men, gained its objective by 
clashes with the police and by 
establishing a picket line which 
prevented American citizens from 
entering the plant to pursue their 
lawful and, in this case, patriotic 
occupation. There has been no 
determination of the merit of the 
charge that the accused men did 
engage in a sitdown strike or dam- 
age property, and it can be as- 
sumed that the question never 
will be tried at all.

MEMORIES IN BRUNSWICK No sooner had the junketing 


legislators and their newspaper 
camp followers crowded into the lobby of the Oglethorpe hotel 
at Brunswick on Saturday than I spied, among the welcoming com- 
mittee, the beaming face of Dr. M. E. Winchester. 
Dr. Winchester has done such a job in public health, especially 
in the problem of syphilis control, that he has attracted the at- 
tention of the whole United States and its health department. Col- 
lier’s magazine sent its famed Walter Davenport there to write of 
his now nationally known “Bad Blood Wagon,” a rolling clinic 
on a truck. 


Glynn county has the highest appropriation for health in the 
state of Georgia. It is less than $2, which may ‘give you an idea 
of how little other counties spend. Most of them, of course, spend 
nothing at all. 

The industrialists in that county say that Dr. Winchester’s work 
has been more remunerative for them than health insurance; that 
production has stepped up, that fewer workers are off because of 
sickness, that his health program has been of inestimable value 
to business and industry. Public health too often is thought of 
merely in terms of sickness and not in terms of its value in dollars 
and cents. 

The dairies, the businesses and industries long ago learned to 
appreciate the fact they had to obey the rules. Now, all Glynn 
county and its two co-operating counties, are more conscious and 
appreciative of public health than any counties in the entire south. 

So, it was a pleasure to meet again one of Georgia’s really great 
men, whose greatness may be measured in actual results of value. 


THE OLD DAYS There were some memories that came crowd- 

ing back. There were memories of the late 
Colonel] Tillinghast L’Hommadieu Huston, former owner of the New 
York Yankees; the man who reclaimed Georgia’s, Butler island 
from the marshes and made it a great farm, raising there the first 
iceberg lettuce ever produced in commercial quantities in this part 
of the nation. He did a great deal for the farmers and the dairying 
men of south Georgia. 3 

And there were memories of Dover Hall, near Brunswick, where 
Colonel Huston, Wilbert/Robinson, Bill McGeehan and others used 
to gather for hunts and for just plain good times. 

Uncle Robbie was the soul of Dover Hall and Bill McGeehan 
was its Boswell. Bill McGeehan was the greatest sports writer of 
all time and one of the greatest reporters. No one else, before or 
since, could come near him in writing a sports column. And when, 
during the famous Scopes trial at Dayton, Tenn., they sent him 
there as a reporter, none of the big names among reporters wrote 
anything as good as he, the sports columnist. 


They are all gone now. And the saw mills have taken over 
Dover Hall and cut away its timber, where the deer and the wild 
turkey lived. Its fields, where the quail were, are despoiled. 

Perhaps it’s just as well. Bill McGeehan was the first to go, 
dying after a long illness, at Sea Island. He was at Dover Hall until 
a few days before his death. Uncle Robbie, one of the last of the 
famous “Old Orioles,” died in an Atlanta hospital after a’stroke in 
an Atlanta hotel. I rode with him to the hospital, when he was 
saying to the doctor, “Just wrap up my arm. I’m an old Oriole. 
I don’t like hospitals.” He had fallen, when the stroke came, and 
broken an arm in seven places. ; 

The Colonel went last. This was in the spring of 1938. He 
was dictating a letter in the office at Butler island, where once 
the great English actress, Fanny Kemble, had lived as the wife 
of Pierce Butler. All at once he put his head down on his desk. 
He was gone. 

The Colonel had torn down the old Butler house where Fanny 
had lived. He said at the time that he thoyght Fanny Kemble was 
right in not liking the place. He wouldn’t have lived in the house, 
either, said the Colonel. And he didn’t think too much of Butler 
for building it for his bride. 

These men were characters, the like of which do not appear 
any more because the life which made them characters is gone. 
Uncle Robbie was one of the heroes of baseball’s beginnings. The 
Colonel had fought in two wars, the one with Spain and the one 
with Germany. So had McGeehan. 


UNDER THE WESLEY OAKS The Colonel and Bill McGee- 
han sleep in the old Wesley 


cemetery, near the oaks underneath which the famous John Wesley 
preached a century ago. 

They are near enough together to crack a ghostly pint on chilly 
nights and to wish that. Robbie, who was taken to Baltimore to 
be buried, were there with them. What a trio they were! I can 
imagine the shade of John Wesley, if ever it returns to the spot 
of his first preaching in America, must be slightly startled- if it 
encounters those of McGeehan and “The Colonel” and mayhap 
that of Robbie, down from Baltimore for a visit. Still, I don’t 
know. John Wesley was a character, too. He would understand 
that trio. Ses. 

The doctor and I had a laugh thinking about the Colonel and 
McGeehan’s funeral. His wife had decided on a cremation but 
at Jacksonville had become upset with the plans anc changed them, 
deciding to accede to the Colonel's demands that McGeehan sleep 
in that section of Georgia which McGeehan had loved. The Colonel 
used to tell it thusly: 

“You know what that blankety-blank undertaker did, bringing 
Bill back to Georgia? He stopped that hearse at a blankety-blank 
baseball game; parked it, and went in and stayed out the game.” 
The Colonel would glare all around and then begin to shake with 
laughter. 3 

“TI would have shot him,” he said, “except I knew how Bill 
would have laughed about it and maybe would have like to know 
how the score stood.” 

The doctor and I went out and left some flowers and stood 
there remembering them and Robbie. On McGeehan’s stone it 
says simply this: 

“W. O. McGeehan—Newspaperman and Soldier.” 

And on the Colonel’s it says, “Huston, Tillinghast L’H.—Soldier 
in Two Foreign Wars.” 

They are excellent epitaphs. The men would have liked them. 

Brunswick, to me, will always be filled with their personalities, 
The memories. they left have left the world brighter and happier,

He said in effect: “Your ancestry is Greek, but you are Ameri- 
cans. It is not racial stock that makes Americans, but a spirit of 
liberty and equality and justice. If you condemn and injure other 
Americans of Italian ancestry merely because a man in Italy has 
done evil, you injure your country and make yourselves unworthy 
of citizenship. You are Americans and Americans only, or you are 
not Americans at all.” 

We are all partisans by nature, quick to take sides in any con- 
flict, and it is natural for us to sympathize with people of our own 
racial stock. But when that sympathy makes us enemies of our 
fellow Americans, we undermine the foundations of our national 
life and invite the ruin of our country. 

To differ and quarrel concerning matters of policy is natural 
and inevitable. Even such united people as the English and Japa- 
nese are divided by clashing opinions. That is the weakness and 
the strength of democracy, but not a threat to its existence. 

Division is a menace only when it makes neighbors enemies and 
develops the degree of hard-headed malice that makes them yearn 
to destroy one another, even at the cost of surrendering their coun- 
try to a foreign foe.

In the thirteen southern states, stretching from Virginia to 
Texas, for instance, nearly three voters in every four in the Institute 
survey say congress should pass the bill. The remainder are di- 
vided among those definitely oppposed to the bill, those who are 
undecided about it, and those with particular qualifications at- 
tached to their replies. 

In the midwestern states—roughly those states north of the 
Mason-Dixon line and between the Alleghenies and the Rockies— 
only about half say congress should pass the measure. 

But despite a slight drop in the number favoring passage uf the 
bill throughout the country, since the beginning of congressiona! 
debate, backers of the bill are ahead in all sections of the country. 

Voters were asked whether they had read or heard of the 
measure (more than 90 per cent had), and such persons were asked: 
“Do you think congress should pass this bill?” The sectional replies 
are as follows:

“During these years we have, of course, been aware of the growth of unionism 
throughout the Company. We could not fail to recognize the need that it has filled 
in many places. We have been aware that some of our employees have joined the 
Amalgamated Clothing Workers during the past few years. We realized how natu- 
ral this was, for the Amalgamated Clothing Workers have often pointed out how 
much they have helped the industry as a whole by improving poor conditions; and, 
by doing so, they have helped us to main‘ain our high standard of wages. 


“Everyone knows that a house divided cannot be a happy one. A divided house 
is what we have been facing during thes: past few years. It is what we want to 
avoid in the future. We believe that many unhappy situations can be avoided by 
whole-heartedly accepting this situation. That is why the Company has entered into 
a written agreement with the Amalgamated Clothing Workers for its factories at 
Troy, New York; Leominster, Massachu;etts; Atlanta, Georgia, and Corinth, New 
York, recognizing the Amalgamated as th: sole bargaining agent for its productive 
workers. After a great deal of thought aid study, the Company believes that in 
so doing it is serving the best interests of the employees, the stockholders, the cus- 
tomers, and the communities in which its pants are located. The terms of the agree- 
ment are reasonable and just, providing p ‘otection for each employee and for the 
Company. 

‘‘All of the Company practices have ben adopted with a long view ahead. Its 
merchandising program, its advertising p:ogram, and its selling program have never 
heen adopted because they were expedie 1t for tomorrow or next week. hut because 
they were believed to be sound and constructive for years to come. This present 
step has also been taken because of a long view forward. 


‘‘The agreement provides for a wage increase for productive workers of 4% 
effective April 1, which, added to the 2% granted January 1, makes the present 
increase so far for this year 6%. It also provides that there shall be another 
increase of 4% effective August 15, 1941. Such increases are to be taken into 
consideration as anticipation of and in place of wage increases that may be effected 
in the shirt industry at large this year. 


“Signing this contract, the Company takes the opportunity to express again in 
a tangible way the desirability of the benefits of a high national minimum wage. 
It does so by voluntarily supporting the Amalgamated Clothing Workers’ efforts 
to advance the 40c-per-hour minimum in the industry ahead of the 1945 statu- 
tory date in the Wage and Hour Law. This support is expressed by making this 40c- 
per-hour minimum applicable April 1 of this year to all the employees (other than 
learners and those who have been certified by the Wage and Hour Administra, 
tion as handicapped workers). 


“For a long while there has been a division of opinion as to whether or not 
the present wage distribution should be made every six months, or put into the 
weekly pay checks. There seems no better way for both the Company and 
the employees to settle this question than by adding the wage distribution to 
the piece rates and time rates every week. However, provision will be made that, 
after April 1, upon their request, employees may have 10% of their weekly 
earnings accumulated for distribution before vacation and before Christmas.

In the afternoon, I spent two hours with the development of 
guidance services for young people in rural areas. These services 
are developing more rapidly for young people in city schools and 
in city employment offices, and yet it seems more important in 
rural areas because so many young p@ople must leave known sur- 
roundings to go to unknown places. 

I was interested to find that health conditions in rural areas 
were mentioned so often in the discussion. I am beginning to think 
that one of the things we need to stress is a community responsi- 
bility in the remedying of physical defects during the years of 
school attendance. There also seemed to be emerging from the 
general discussion the fact that we, as a people, often see particular 
things which need to be done and go ahead and do it. But we 
neglect to go back to the causes which brought about this particu- 
lar need and do not think forward to the ultimate end we have in 
view. 

One of the best government programs, the CCC, is a good ex- 
ample of this. We have not yet really faced the problem which 
brought us the CCC camps and the NYA, namely; the lack of em- 
ployment opportunities for young people. Careful investigation 
might lead us to all kinds of conclusions, even to a reconsideration 
of our educational system in certain of its phases. As a nation we 
don’t face the problem. 

Secondly, we haven’t followed through to the next step after 
CCC camp employment and training. Boys are healthier. They 
have had a period of employment. They have received some train- 
ing. But what next? We still haven’t solved that problem of un- 
employment. 

We saw some excellent pictures last evening, taken by Dr. 
William Mann on his trip to Africa. Mr. Dwight Long, of Seattle, 
Wash., showed us some of his trip in a 32-foot sailing boat. He 
has sailed to many interesting places and his pictures and talk 
were fascinating. 

We have snow today, and I thought we had said good-bye to 
winter!
